W. H. Chandler 
of the Horticultural Department of the 
College recently had an experience 
in a sprayed apple orchard In Buchan­ 
an county, where the total number of 
‘barrels of number one'apples was 76 
per cent of the entire number grown, 
while in ap unsprayed orchard adjoin­ 
ing It theiro were only 15 per cent of 
number ofig’s. The number one ap­ 
ples were worth from $2.25 to $2.5t 
per barrel; the others only 30 to 50 
cents per barrel. 
In an orchard in the central part cl 
Missouri containing 3.700 trees, the 
Agricultural College last year sprayed 
IOO trees, and the owner later stated 
that he picked more good apples off 
those one .hundred trees than he did 
off the remaining 3,600.

Bored!ng Houses and Disease. 
In the opinion of Lancet'there has 
of late years been a remarkable in­ 
crease in the popularity of the board­ 
ing house ae a place of permanent 
residence for the middle classes. This 
custom has long been the rage in 
America,, and recently in England tile 
number of such houses bae largely, 
Increased. 
This fact has, doubtless, 
helped to swell the cry about the de­ 
cay of the home. The increase being 
indisputable, more care 
than 
ever 
should be taken to makh these houses 
healthy! 
They ara by no means al­ 
ways so. 
It has been pointed out 
that these buildings contain many in- 
eanitarv features, that often the light­ 
ing and the ventilation ara bad, and 
that almost always the rooms are far 
too small. 
The present d$y earnest, 
solicitude for the proper housing of 
the poor sud working classes Is one 
of the most promising aspects of mod­ 
ern civilisation. Indeed it is a neces­ 
sity for xhe well being of the race 
that so far as is possible ail should 
live under healthy conditions. While 
however, it is a matter of national 
concern that those who live by tile 
work of their hands, and the poor 
generally, should be enabled to pass 
their lives in good sanitary dwellings, 
the fact must not be forgotten that 
the health and {kb comfort of the 
dwellers in boarding houses and lodg­ 
ing houses are worthy of Some con­ 
sideration. 
It goes without saying 
that there are boarding houses and 
lodging houses, iud in criticising cer­ 
tain defects chai acteristic of some 
of |bese establishments there is no 
intedtion to cast aspersions on all 
Drains and the plumbing are the 
chief sources bf danger to health, 
for it seems 
inevitable that most 
boarding houses are of old and in 
some respects obsolete* construction. 
Often there is a lack bf conveniences, 
and they are badly situated, ill con­ 
structed and 
unhygienic from. all 
points of view. Facilities for bathing 
are in many 
boarding houses and 
lodging houses very inadequate.

Under the present statutes, if a 
voter’s name is scratched from the 
poll books solely through an error of 
the judges and clerks on revision day 
and the voter does not get notice of 
his name being stricken off the lists, 
he will be denied the right to vote, 
although through ho fault of his own. 
Such a situation arose Tuesday in 
several instances, notably in that of 
Mr. Corlev. 
' *Jr 
Inasmuch as there is no law cover­ 
ing 
this 
particular 
situation, the 
judges of election were given discre­ 
tionary power* in the m atter, and no 
order of the election commissioners 
could be issued to compel them to 
act. 
In the opinion of Judge Sale, bad 
the election judges and clerks refused 
Mr. Corley this right he could have 
brought 
suit 
for damages against 
them personally for refusal to count 
his ballot. Judge Sale is of the opin- 
ion, however, that at least two of the 
circuit judges should remain in ses- 
sion on election day to hear com­ 
plaints of voters who have a just 
complaint which comes within the 
jurisdiction of the circuit court 
As it is, the court is adjourned on 
election days and none of the judges 
are sitting to hear complaints of sit­ 
uations which the voter cannot anti­ 
cipate before the moment he appears 
in the booth to cast his ballot.

L. D. Hopkins, a native of Illinois, 
one of the veteran and most popular 
passengers conductors on the Mis­ 
souri Pacific, who passed west on de­ 
layed train No. I at 3 o'clock last 
afternoon, dropped dead 
in

hour later, just after the train had 
pulled out of Warrensburg, on its 
way to Kansas City. 
When the train passed through Ot­ 
terville, on its way to Sedalia, the 
engine struck a vehicle 
in 
which 
Claus Pregge, 75 years of age, was 
riding. 
The vehicle was demolished 
and Mr. Pregge susltained injuries 
that resulted in his death about one 
hour later. 
The accident affected Mr. Hopkins 
visibly, 
although 
when 
the 
train 
reached Sedalia he had regained his 
composure, and none of the friends 
with whom he conversed at the sta­ 
tion had the least intimation that he 
was in other than his usual good 
health. 
Just beyond Warrensburg, an hour 
later, as Mr. Hopkins started through 
the train to collect tickets, he fell in 
the aisle at the feet of the Rev. T. L. 
Thompson, pastor of the First Chris­ 
tian church of Jefferson City, who 
lives at 3500 Park avenue in Kansas 
City. 
Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Thomp­ 
son had formed a friendship on the 
many trips tho pastor made to Jeffer­ 
son City. 
George Baker, the brakeman, who 
has worked under Conductor Hopkins 
seven years, took charge of the train 
to Holden, where the body was taken 
off. 
A telegram was sent to the Coates 
house,

Kansas City, where Mr. 
Hopkins had a room while there, ask­ 
ing that his sister, Mrs. Daniel Shirk, 
who rooms at the Estill apartments, 
be informed of his death. 
The body 
was shipped to St. Louis last night. 
Mr. Hopkins started his i<Jtroad 
work as a brakeman. Later he was a 
freight conductor and still later was 
given a passenger run. He had been 
with the Missouri Pacific since 1870. 
In 1893 he was appointed superin­ 
tendent, with offices in Sedalia, but 
he tired of that position after a few 
years. 
He longed for the swing of 
the cars; so nine years ago be re­ 
signed as superintendent, and went 
back to his old run with the same 
“old boys."

Ill these days af aeJt-petr* bemotto 
et eodg, formate and other dope 
need by many big manufacturers to 
th# earing of nearly everything we 
80% *I wonder why more of our farm­ 
er! do not preserve their own food!, 
particularly meats. It teems to me 
there Is more danger In the me et 
preservative! In the me of meats theft 
anything else, and pickling of meali 
on the farm Is such a simple matter 
that every man who kills his own plia 
should la addition to hams and bacon 
put down a barrel of meat pickled. 
Properly cared for it is delicious at 
certain seasons of tho year. 
On the 
old farm in Virginia the following 
method was always used. 
No better 
meats were ever put on the farmer's 
tabla 
For each one hundred pounds of 
meat take two pounds of sugar and 
four pounds of salt. 
Mix well and 
when the meat is first cut rub it we^l 
with pure salt on the flesh side. 
Let 
it lie a day or two and then drain oat 
any blood that may be left 
Divide 
the sugar and salt mixture In thr*e 
equal parts. 
Use one part on the 
meat and pack in a barrel. 
It should 
then be allowed to lie three or four 
days when It should be rubbed witn 
another portion of the mixture and 
three or four days later repeat the 
opreation 
with 
the 
remainder. 
It 
should then be packed lightly ■ in a 
barrel. 
After lying three or four days 
it is ready to hang up. 
It must be 
kept in a cellar or some ptace where It 
will not freeze while the curing pro­ 
cess is going on. 
When appying the 
salt and sugar mixture it is more con­ 
venient if One has two barrels to uSe 
at the same time. 
A great many people do not eeetn 
to understand that' smoking, meat doss 
not cure it except as the warmth frofn 
the fire causes the moisture to evapo­ 
rate. 
There is no particular virtue 
In the smoke itself and meat could be 
as well cured by any kind of slow 
gentle heat even lf no smoke came 
from 
it. 
However, the heat from 
clean fresh hickory chips can never 
be Improved upon and if people be­ 
lieve that the quality of the ’v-eat is 
Improved by the sweet odor from 
this fofm certainly no harm will be 
done. 
The main thing is to keep the 
heat regular and at a low point in 
order that the moisture may be drawn 
out from the meat evenly. 


The Mississippi agent of the Bureau 
of Statistics makes tbs following com­ 
ment in regard to the corn crop of 
that State.

The speaker chose his text from Rev­ 
elation xx, ll:— 
“I saw a great White Throne, and 
him that sat on it, from whose face 
the earth and the heaven fled away, 
and there was found no 
place 
for 
them/' He said: 
Sin made moral cowards 
of our 
race. 
From early infancy fear and 
apprehension, especially in respect to 
things muture, have been impressed 
upon us. 
We realise our imperfec­ 
tion, and that our God is perfect, and 
that perfection is the only standard 
which he could approve, 
and 
that 
some kind of punishment 
for 
sin 
must be expected. The Adversary, 
taking advantage of our forefathers, 
misrepresented the Almighty and has 
used our fears to alienate us from 
him and to wrest and distort his mes­ 
sage to us in the Bible. St. Paul aa 
sures us that this is Satan’s general 
procedure; that he puts light for 
darkness and 
darkness for light 
Thus it comes that our text, which is 
really one of the most beautiful and 
comforting in the whole Bible when 
rightly understood, has to many be­ 
come a lash in the hands of their 
fears. 
It is needless to say that our text 
is one of the symbolisms of a Book 
filled with symbols. God's people 
guided by his holy spirit, In due time 
will appreciate these symbols. For 
many of them the due time is already 
here. 
The Throne is Messiah's. 
It 
represents bis Mediatorial Dominion 
of earth for a thousand years. Its 
whiteness symbolizes the purity, the 
justice, of his Kingdom of righteous 
ness under the whole heavens. The 
heavens and earth which 
will flee 
away from the presence of the great 
Emmanuel will not be the heavens 
of God’s Throne, nor the earth which 
he has given to the children of men. 
The heavens and earth which will 
flee away, and for which no place 
will be found, are, of course, 
the 
symbolical ones. In Bible symbology 
the earth represents established civ­ 
ilisation; the sea represents the rest­ 
less, dissatisfied masses of humanity. 
The 
mountains 
symbolize 
human 
governments, kingdoms, which consti­ 
tute the backbone of present spiritual 
influences—Ecclesia Citicism, 
Church­ 
ianity. Thus intepreted our text de­ 
clares that when Mesiah 
shall 
as­ 
sume control of the. world; when he 
shall sit upon hi* Throne; when he 
shall exercise rulership amongst men, 
the result will be that the social sys­ 
tem of today, as well as the present 
day ecclesiastical, will flee away 
will pass out of existence—no place 
wUl be found for them. 
8atan Now tho Prince. 
Some man may be inclined to ask, 
Has not Christ been the great Ruler 
of the world'for these oast nineteen 
centuries? And whatever may 
be 
said of the jour thousand years be­ 
fore the coming of Christ may It not 
be claimed that he has been reign­ 
ing ever since his ascension to the 
right hand of the Father? We an 
swer that if this be true; if the Re­ 
deemer of men has been reigning as 
the King of earth for these nineteen 
centuries, there should be something 
in the Bible to 6o teach. But we 
find nothing. 
On the contrary, we 
hearken to the Master's own words 
telling us that Satan is. the Prince of 
this age (John xiv, 30). We hearken 
to him again telling us, “My King­ 
dom is not of this 
world 
(age) 
(john xviii, 36). 
Again he says, "I 
will come again and receive you unto 
myself (John xiv, 
3). 
Again 
he 
tells us that he went into a far conn 
try to receive the title to his King­ 
dom, then to return to take posses­ 
sion of it (Matthew xxi, 33;xxv, 14), 
and that at his second coming he 
will be the great King of glory. He 
tells us the same thing In Matthew 
xxv, 31, “When the Son of Man shall 
come In his glory, and all the holy 
angels with him, then shall he sit 
upon the throne of his glory.” 
On the other hand, as we scan the 
pages of history during the past 
eighteen centuries, we are convinced 
that Messiah has not been the King 
of the world. To think of him as 
such, with 
the 
omnipotent 
power 
which we accredit to him, would be 
to charge him with responsibility for 
bloody and atrocious persecutions and 
wars and famines 
and 
pestilences. 
Surely no right-minded person, after 
mature consideration, can rationally 
accept the theory that the glorious 


the blessing of the whole earth, the 
uplifting of the whole race, the en­ 
lightenment of every creature, and 
the bringing of all possible into ac­ 
cord with God—none of us could 
think that that reign pf the great 
Mediator between God and men is in 
the past. 
We must aglee with our 
text that It is in the future, and that, 
when established, its effect upon the 
institutions of the present—political 
social, financial, 
religious—will 
be 
such that they will flee 
away; 
no 
place ever more will be 
found for 
them. 
Ah! 
from 
this 
standpoint 
there is hope; but from no other 
standpoint. We are living today at 
tile very climax of civilization. Yet 
today we behold more clearly than 
ever before that the deeply-ingrained 
selfishness of humanity is a blight 
upon all the blessings and convent 
onces and advantages of our day. 
The Curse of Selfishness. 
I need not do more than remind 
you that selfishness is to be found in 
every one of us, and that a semblance 
of righteousness is insisted upon by 
us all and adhered to, and violators 
of it are styled criminals. Neverthe­ 
less it seem ^ impossible to legislate 
equity, justice. 
The keen intellects 
of men find opportunities for circum­ 
venting the laws and for committing 
theft and murder and sin in the face 
of laws and without danger of being 
punished. 
Let us illustrate this: 
We have 
heard of the famines in India and 
how the British government has spent 
millions of “Pounds Sterling" for lr 
rigation purposes to compensate for 
irregularities in the rainfall. Un­ 
doubtedly the famines are to some 
extent due to water scarcity. Never­ 
theless, one of the ablest of our engi 
neers informs the world that there 
has not been in fifty years such a 
scarcity as should have created the 
famines. The famines of India, which 
have cost the lives of millions, are to 
be accredited to greed—selfishness 
which has flourished under the shad- 
of the law. Wealthy milling concerns 
purchase the rice from the rat!vee 
and grind it into flour. 
By agree­ 
ment between themselves they do not 
compete, but press the market price 
of rice lower and lower until the poor 
native, unable to make a profit, de­ 
clines to plant, care for and harvest 
the crop. As a result there is fem 
ine. The poor natives suffer, but the 
managers of the milling properties 
pay large dividends of from fifty to 
one hundred aud fifty per cent on In­ 
vested capital to the wealthy owning 
them. 
As an illustration of the exorbitant 
profits I will relate a case: 
Two 
young men whose accumulated sav­ 
ings amounted to 
thirty thousand 
rupees (about two thousand pounds 
or ten thousand dollars) invested it 
in rice milling. Their profits for the 
first year were eighty thousand ru­ 
pees—about five thousand pounds, or 
twenty-five thousand dollars. 
They 
were not in the combine to depress 
the price of rice, but they profited 
by what the combine accomplished 
These inequities of our present social 
order are beyond the reach and cop 
rectlon of 
the comparatively few 
men of ability not directly or indi­ 
rectly interested In them. . 
The White Throne Judgment 
Neither Jehovah nor his great rep­ 
resentative, Messiah, 
can 
in 
any 
sense'or degree be a party to Injus­ 
tice or inequity. The fact that Injus­ 
tice has been permitted, and that in­ 
equity has been the rule for centur­ 
ies, is to be accounted for by the oth­ 
er fact that during all this period 
the world has been under the reign 
of sin and death, and not under the 
/reign of righteousness and life; It 
has been under the reign of Satan, 
"the Prince of this world" and of the 
darkness of selfishness and evil—all 
of which hts name represents—and 
not under the dominion of Messiah, 
the representative of Jehovah, and 
his righteousness; not under the king 
of glory, the anti-typical David and 
Solomon, the anti-typical Aaron and 
Melchisedec. The New Dispensation 
which Messiah's kingdom will usher 
In Is pictured in our text. It will be

Collins was reemployed in the com 
mercial agent’s office, and about a 
year ago went to S t Louis as stenog­ 
rapher to the chief clerk in the gen 
eral freight agent’s office. 
Two weeks ago he was promoted 
to contracting freight agent at Dallas 
another step higher up. 


Rescuers Rushed to Scene, but No 
Hope Entertained for Employes 
—Huge Timbers Hurled 
Half a Mile. 


Seattle, Wash., Nov. 7.—Two ex­ 
plosions, occurring within a few min­ 
utes of each other Sunday morning, 
resulted in the death of sixteen men 
in the Lawson mine at Black Dia­ 
mond, thirty miles southeast of Seat­ 
tle. 
Eleven men going down on shift 
and five men coming up were caught 
between the first and sixth levels, 
and it is almost certain all perished. 
Natural gas combustion is ass:gned 
as the cause. All the men were for­ 
eigners. 
The force of the explosions was 
erriflc, showers of earth, timber and 
bits of clothing being blown from the 
slope of the mine. Timbers 16 inches 
thick and 8 feet long were blown half 
a mile. A big section of steam pipe 
was blown/ a similar distance and 
sank 15 feet in the ground. 
The shock of the explosion, which 
was felt for miles around, was so 
great that many thought there had 
been an earthquake. As soon as the 
extent of the damage 
was 
known, 
rescue parties went into the mine to 
rescue any miners 
who might be 
alive. 
It is not believed that any of the 
men in the riope escaped death. As 
far as known the sixteen men in the 
tram cars were the only ones in the 
mine at the time of the explosions. 
The coal mines at Black Diamond are 
owned by the Pacific Coast company.
